A GREAT STORM. 


The Most Wide-Spread and Gen- 


eral Rainfall Known 


for Years. 


A Oyolone on the Back-Track—Damage 


"Wrought by an Extraordinary High 


Tide—Blowing a Gale. 


Government 
Property at Sandy Hook 


Wrecked—Brighton Beach Track 


Ruined—Other Damage. 


NEW YORK, October 14.— The present 


storm Is greater lu extent than any ex- 
perienced on this continent for a long 
time. All east ot the Mississippi, except 
a lew spots, la delused with rain. Jn 
Ohio, where the election, Is In progress, 
nearly two Inches of rain has fallen. A 
cyclone started out at sea to the .soalh- 
eaat of the southern line 01 States, and 
moved northwest, being central over In- 
diana and Ohio, at ten o'clock yesterday. 
At Atlantic City the wind wus thlrty-flve 
miles an hour, while In this city It was 
twenty-two. Slight damage was' done 
by the gust. 


At Rockaway Beach the tide was high- 


er than for years. The hotel piazzas 
were submerged, and all the wooden 
walks and bath-houses were washed out 
to sea. 
Along the east shore of Ststen 


Island the docks are entirely submerged, 
and much damage has been done. A 
large ship was blown from her anchorage 
at Staton Island, and is now lying at 
Robbiu's Heef Light-house. 
It 
was 


blowing at the rate of tlfty-flve miles an 
hour ai Sandy Hook yesterday morning 
at seven o'clock. The Jerry-boats bad a 
rough time of It, especially those plying 
between this city and Staten Island. 


"The storm has been a bad one for
